The  1987  Pikeville  High 
School  Football  Team  be- 
came the  first  Pikeville  Ath- 
letic Team  to  win  a  State 
Championship,  v^hen  they 
defeated  Russelville  28-6  for 
the  State  Class  A  Champion- 
ship. They  finished  the  sea- 
son 14-0,  a  school  record  for 
wins  in  a  season.  The  '87 
dream  season  began  in  frus- 
tration and  controversy 
when  the  Pike  County  Bowl 
Game  against  Beechwood 
was  called  off  at  half-time 
due  to  a  lightning  storm. 
However,  ecstacy  replaced 
frustration  when  the  Pan- 
thers claimed  the  State 
Crown.  Pikeville  averaged  a 
whopping  49.6  points  per 
game,  setting  a  state  scoring 
record,  and  it  allowed  it's 
opponents  only  nine  points 
per  game.
